NOTES AND COMMENT. 


A critic of the Bennett bud- 
get concludes a long article as 
follows : 

“His advocacy of the sinking 
fund system and his complete 
renouncement of it in practice ; 
his proposal for Canadian con- 
sols subscribed to compulsorily 
by banks and insurance com- 
panies, and his total indiffer- 
ence to this principle when his 
chance came to try it; his in- 
sistence on a scientific tariff, 
based on deliberate investiga- 
tions by a tariff board, and his 
helter-skelter, hit-or-miss whole 
sale alteration of the tariff 
without even the benefit of a 
department review of the situ- 
ation; his imposition of the 
magazine tax for July 1, and 
its postponement to August 15; 
his jettisoning of the Liberal 
schedule of exemptions to the 
sales tax, and his complete 
right about face in discarding 
his own new one and reinstat- 
ing the old schedule; his brand 
new tax of 5 per cent on yachts 
and motor boats which he has 
now consigned to the scrap 
heap, and the evidence he gives 
of not knowing just what 
change he will make next in 
the much-heralded budget, ham- 
mered out by the strong men 
of Canada, indicates that the 
“stability of economic con- 
ditions” mentioned in the Win. 
nipeg speech was only poetic 
license.” 

Mr. Bennett, as is usual with 
new premiers, has a lot of 
promises to redeem under cir- 
cumstances which render such 
redemption impossible. That 
he should be reaching around, 
sometimes blindly, for means 
to improve the situation is 
more or less natural. The 
sooner everyone gives up any 
idea that any government could 
remedy the present depression 
by tariffs or any other means 
in their power, the better for 
themselves. Governments are 
much more likely to retard the 
return of good times than 
otherwise by their interference 
with matters, 


Often it turas out that hard- 
ship is a blessing, Without 
struggle there is no develop- 
ment. That is a law of life, It 
may be that for the world, and 
particularly for ourselves, this 
unlooked for turn of affairs or 
as we term it, this depression, 
will prove our salvation. It 
may make us think and plan 
and change our ways, and in it 
all we may change ourselves 
for the better, 

If on the farms it is imposs- 
ible to continue to grow wheat 
because there is no world mar- 
ket, there must be found some- 
thing else todo, It will not be 
easy in all districts to find some- 
thing else, A world that can- 
not buy wheat will not likely 
buy cattle and hogs and dairy 
products, Yet thereis a way 
out of the difficulty, and it will 
be shown to the thinker, the 
worker, the experimentalist, 
Or if new farm activity is not 
the way, then some mind must 
show us how the markets of 
the world will be opened to 
Western wheat-growers. Again 
it will not be easy, but someone 
must find the way. 


If in the manufacturiug cen- 
tres itis impossible to produce 
because there is no world mar- 
ket, there must be inventive 
minds that will tind cheaper 
modes of production, or there 
must be canvassing far and 
near with a view to extending 
trade, Those who sit down in 
listless inaction or honeyed 
ease will surely starve,—West- 
ern Home Monthly. 


Provincial control of natural 
resources has made possible, 
this year, the largest bona fide 
settlement activity, north of 
the North Srskatchewan river, 
in the history of the country, 
according to Major John Barn- 
ett, deputy minister of the 
Saskatchewan Department of 
Natural Resources. The policy 
of the department, in its en- 
deavors to develop Saskatche- 
wan's northern area, is to es- 
tablish lines of communication 
with the hinterland by means 
of “fingers” of settlement along 
the river valleys where surveys 
have revealed considerable ac- 
reage suitable for settlement. 
A recent statement issued by 
the Department indicates that 
564 homestead entries have 
been granted in the Prince Al- 
bert district since November 
Ist. 1930, and lists the following 
lands as posted for settlement 
and pasture purposes: Nipawin 
district, 200 yuarter-sections ; 
Witchekan lake and Big River 
district, 700; North Prince Al- 
bert district, 200, or a total of 
1,100 quarter-sections. In ad-| 
dition, there are 100 quarter- 
sections to post in township 
54, range 12, west of the third 
meridian,

., Canada’s great ace and the Empire's 


most distinguished and greatest fighting airman in the Great War, a man 
who, because it was necessary to do, took more and greater risks in the 
discharge of his duties than probably any other living man, when about to 
make a flight the other day, was seen carefully examining every part of the 
machine in which he was about to embark. He thoroughly inspected and 
tested the wires, rigging, wings and tail parts of his machine and listened 
attentively to the hum of his motor. 

Somebody standing by twitted this world renowned airman on his 
excessive caution in inspection. It is his reply that deserves to be inscribed 
everywhere. He said: 

“I’m not fussy about being the world’s smartest pilot 
the oldest one.” 

Unfortunately, many people harbor the delusion that to be careful, 
to refuse to take unnecessary risks, to insist that everything has been done 
that can and should be done to eliminate or reduce danger, is to display a 
sort of cowardice; that, in fact, there is something fine and brave in showing 
a disregard of all caution. Rather, they are fools. 

No person will ever accuse Colonel Bishop of cowardice, of a lack of 
bravery, or of an unwillingness to take risks when risks are necessary and 
inseparable from the doing of one’s work. 
above, he revealed, not a small, timid soul, but a truly great man. 

How much less sorrow and tragedy there would be in this world if only 
everybody would emulate Canada’s great air pilot! 

If, for example, motorists who throng the highways by the million were 
actuated by Colonel Bishop's ambition, not to be the fastest driver in the 
world, but the oldest one; if the canoeist, and the yachtsman, and the motor- 
boat owner were not so anxious to be known as the most spectacular water 
men, but as the oldest in the game; if swimmers were not quite so keen to 
establish new high records for distance from shore, but rather to establish 
reputations as being the oldest known swimmers. 

The slogan “Safety First’? which we heard so frequently a few years 
ago, and, unfortunately, less frequently today, is a good slogan. It is short, 
pointed, and unquestionably wise. But, alas, too many people in a spirit of 
wild adventure, bravado, in a desire to be, as they think, smart, and show 
off, place everything else first and act as if their life motto was “Safety 
Last.” Again, we say, they are not smart, they are not brave, they assured- 
ly cannot be classified as great. They are merely fools. 

All over the country now at level highway crossings of railways there 
have been erected signs bearing the single word “Stop.’’ The law says that 
such signs mean exactly what they say,--that upon reaching that point all 
traffic shall stop. Then, if all is clear and safe, go ahead. “Stop” signs are

Japanese Camera Takes Sixty Thou- 
sand Pictures a Second 

When Baron Shiba, a Japanese en- 
gineer, announced not long ago a 
camera that could take 40,500 pic-| 
tures in a second, many believed that | 
the limit in high-speed photography | 
had been reached. Now, however, 
the Japanese have beaten their own 
record, for the Institute of Aeronau- 
tical Research at Tokyo, Japan, has 
Installed an amazing instrument 
named the “pancake camera” that 
can take as many as 60,000 photo- 
graphs in a single second’s time. In 
the new camera, the film is mounted 
on the inner rim of a huge disc— 
hence the name “pancake”—and spins 
past a many-sided mirror. As each 
face of the mirror flashes into line aj 
picture is imprinted on the film. The 
camera will be used to film the move- 
ments of air at high speed around 
models of airplane wings and struts.

Port Said From Red Sea 

A crab has crawled through the 
Suez Canal from the Red Sea—rough- 
ly 101 miles—in 29 years, an average 
speed of about 22 inches an_ hour.

Gruevil, of the Paris Zoo, France, 
who, in collaboration with scientists 
from Cambridge University, has been 
studying the movements of sea-fish 
and crustaceans between the Indian 
Ocean and the Mediterranean Sea. 
The crab in question, whose scientific 
name is Neptunus Petangines, is one 
of a number of his family specially 
marked 29 years ago in the Red Sea,

The Rail Zeppelin 


Interest In Germany’s New Propeller 


Coach Is Increasing 

Experiments in Germany are pro- 
ceeding with impressive success in the 
development of the “rail-zeppelin” in- | 
vented and constructed by Dr. Francis) 
Kruckenberg. At a recent test on the 
railroad between Hamburg and Berlin 
a propeller-driven coach made a trip 
over a 161-mile course in 1 hour 38 
minutes exactly, according to sche- 
dule. Its average speed was 105 
miles an hour and it attained at 
times a rate of 143 miles an hour, 
outdistancing the airplanes which ac- 
companied it on its run. It is not be- 
cause the rail-zeppelin proved to be 
so fast that this experiment is of sig- 
nificance, but because of the evidence 
it afforded of the interest which is 
being taken in this new means of lo- 
comotion by the German railways. 
The test was made on the main line 
between Berlin and Hamburg and all 
other traffic was temporarily diverted 
to the sidings in order to give the pro- 
peller coach a clear field. If the rail-

Explanations and Comments 


The Persecutor's Zeal Acts 9.1, 2.— 
While Philip and the others “scatter- 
ed abroad” were busy extending and 
building up the Church, Paul was 
busily persecuting the disciples in 
Jerusalem, Breathing out threatenings 
and slaughter, he lived, as it were, in 
an atmosphere of hot hatred, fury 
and destruction. ‘“‘The words ‘breath- 
ing out’ are expressive often of a 
deep, agitating emotion, as we then 
breathe more rapidly and even vio- 
lently in order to swpply the oxygen 
needed to supply the exhausted vital- 
ity consumed by the emotion. It is 
thus expressive of violent anger.” — 
Albert Barnes. 

Paul never forgot what he had done 
at Jerusalem. We have a record of 
no fewer than seven times when by 
tongue and pen he recalled his con- 
duct as a persecutor: Acts 22.4, 5; 
22.19; 26.9-11; 1» Corinthians 15.9; 
“Sy eemaneg 1.13; Phil. 3.6; 1 Timothy 

Paul asked the high priest for let- 
ters enlisting the aid of leaders of 
Synagogues at Damascus in_ seizing 
men and women of the “Way” to 
bring them bound to Jerusalem, for 
the Sanhedrin in Jerusatem had no! 
authority in Damascus. The use of 
the plural here indicates that there) 
was a large Jewish population in 
Damascus, a fact borne out by 
Josephus, who affirms that ‘‘ten thou- 
sand Jews were slaughtered in a mas- 
sacre in Damascus in Nero’s time, 
and that the wives of the Damascenes 
were, most all of them addicted to 
Jewish religion.’’
